• Claims 2, 4, 6-13, 17-18, 21-28 are now allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

— Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed 4/22/2010, with respect to claims 13 & 26 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection of claims 13 & 
26 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 2, 4, 6-13, 17-18, 21-28 are allowed; renumbered as claims 1-20. 
— The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

—The cited prior arts (US 6203139 to Beauchamp; WO 9945535 to Singer et al) of record fail to 
teach and/or suggest an input to an actuator of the electromechanical mechanism constructed 
based on acoustic frequencies of the paper, the acoustic frequencies of the paper being associated 
with acoustic noise generated by advancement of the paper by the electromechanical mechanism, 
to reduce the acoustic noise generated by the advancement of the paper as cited in claim 22 
(renumbered as claim 1). 

—The cited prior arts (US 6203139 to Beauchamp; WO 9945535 to Singer et al) of record fail to 
teach and/or suggest an input to a controller of the electromechanical mechanism constructed 
based on acoustic frequencies of the paper, the acoustic frequencies of the paper being associated 
with acoustic noise generated by advancement of the paper by the electromechanical mechanism, 
to reduce the acoustic noise generated by the advancement of the paper as cited in claim 27 
(renumbered as claim 2).
